WEST  COAST  TRAFFIC  SITUATION,  WEEK  4  2  ,  1985-86 


CAR  LOADING  PROGRAM:  The  total  number  of  cars  -allocated  for  loading  on  the  prairies  this 
week  were  for  Board  grains  only,   3,499  cars. 

LOADS  ENROUTE:   The  number  of  cars  in  the  cycle  this  week  averaged  5,535.     This  reflects 
relatively  heavy  programs  over  the  past  two  weeks,  particularly  in  Board  grains. 

CARS  ON  HAND:  There  were  somewhere  between  2  and  3  days  worth  of  unloads  in  dock  yards  and 
at  elevator  sidings  over  the  week.     The  average  ran  at  1,637  cars  per  day. 

STOCKS  IN  STORE:   In  Vancouver  this  week  total  stocks  amounted  to  516,592  tonnes.  This 
total  Included  315,547  tonnes  of  wheat,  52,086  tonnes  of  barley,   129,992  tonnes  of 
rapeseed/canola ,   11,575  tonnes  of  flaxseed  and  7,392  tonnes  of  rye.     In  the  Prince  Rupert 
terminal  there  were  61,152  tonnes  of  wheat  in  store  along  with  18,886  tonnes  of  barley  and 
207  tonnes  of  rapeseed/canola  for  a  total  of  80,245  tonnes.     This  brings  the  total  west 
coast  stocks  to  596,837  tonnes. 


CAR  UNLOADS:  Total  unloads  this  week  were  a  respectable  3,077  cars.     This  included  380 
cars  dumped  into  Prince  Rupert  terminals  and  total  rapeseed  unloads  of  401  cars. 

SHIP  REPORT:  A  total  of  292,047  tonnes  were  loaded  into  ships  holds  during  week  42. 
During  the  next  week,  week  43,  a  total  of  10  ships  are  expected  to  come  calling  in 
Vancouver  looking  for  a  total  of  around  235,000  tonnes  of  Canadian  grain.     The  linejp  of 
ships  waiting  for  berths  in  Vancouver  lengthened  at  the  beginning  of  the  week  but  by  the 
end  of  the  week  it  was  down  to  2  ships. 

CLEARANCES:  The  Port  of  Prince  Rupert  cleared  42,000  tonnes  of  grain  this  week,  all  wheat, 
into  one  ship.     Total  west  coast  clearances  this  week  amounted  to  247,672  tonnes  which 
included  151,500  tonnes  of  wheat,  50,135  tonnes  of  barley,  41,437  tonnes  of 
rapeseed/canola  and  4,600  tonnes  of  rye.
